Vote NO On May 6 


_ “Your Constitution is all sail and no 
anchor.” 

Historian — essayist Thomas Babing- 
ton Macaulay wrote these words 107 years 
ago about the U.S. Constitution, but his 
words have stood the test of time. They 
aptly describe the new ASSAC Constitu- 
tion to be submitted to voters next Wed- 
nesday. 

El Don urges students to cast their 
votes in the negative. 

Nearly niné months in preparation, 
the proposed document already bears 
battle scars from the constant bickering 
and quibbling that delayed its final ap- 
proval ‘until April 21. 

Student Council’s key mistake was 
timing. They kept a fixed eye on the cal- 
endar as the days slipped away. It was 
now or never. But when the moment of 
truth arrived, council got panicky. They 
made concessions that would fill a 
World’s Fair midway thrice-fold. 

Grade point averages were put in the 
proposed by-laws, enabling future officers 
to maneuver requirements to suit them- 
selves. Even one of council’s advisers con- 
ceded “it’s a political football.” Panic- 
stricken members also okayed a 2.0 mini- 
mum requirement “to make it easier” this 
semester. 

More revisions are being made right 
up to election eve. Framers skirt the issue, 
however, and list changes only on request. 
New dangers lurking between the lines of 
the document include a commissioner of 
publications, an obvious attempt to man- 
age and control the student press media; 
and a Thursday meeting date, ‘which 
would necessitate curtailment of council 
coverage in El Don. Timely and vital news 
would then arrive a week late. : 

One could go on and on with disad- 
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vantages. And just as swiftly, council 
would have an answer. Vague, but an an- 
swer. This newspaper has come under 
heavy fire for its attitude toward some 
ASB government actions, but at least our 
steadfast concern has been for the stu- 
dents, not a handful of officers. 

Let it be understood that El Don is 
not assailing council for its apathy. It HAS 
done a noble job except in the field of 
public relations. 

Four “open meetings’? were slated to 
explain the Constitution. Three have come 
and gone. The final appeal is at 11 a.m. 
Tuesday. Attend it. Ask questions. Exam- 
ine the document. Weigh both sides. 

Council’s unholy alliance. to El 


Diario, a bulletin board and a ditto ma-. 


chine can account for a 0-2 ‘attendance at 
the first two revision meetings respective- 
ly. Framers haven’t once blazed the cam- 
paign trail through the snack bar, book- 
store, library, student union or cafeteria 
to drum up “‘personalized”’ support. 

Council is promoting wider represen- 
tation. They fail to say it will undoubted- 
ly come from the same factions already 
in power. ASB framers have ignored the 
Thomas Paine declaration, ‘‘The Constitu- 
tion of a country is not the act of its gov- 
ernment but of the people constituting 
that government.” 

Constitutions can and often should be 
changed, but not when a council tries to 
explain in four one-hour meetings the 
work of nine months. Time forced a cease- 
fire to their feuding. Strife still exists, but 
only behind closed doors. Could be “what 
students don’t know won’t hurt them.” 

Sand in the hourglass slowly sifts to 
the other side. High tide is due Wednes- 
day at the polls. And council is, indeed, 
waterlogged to assume that it’s ship, the 
Constitution, will come in. Council mates 
tacked on a few planks, but failed to 


‘patch up the leaks.

That was the unique 
meaning conveyed to the 
word when a 13 member 
Santa Ana College cur- 
riculum committee delayed 
the opening of a general 
humanities course and a 
European tour. 

. Originally planned for delivery 
next September, the novel pro- 
grams were shelved for a least 
another year. Of the humanities 
course, Dean of Instruction Carl 
Schulz said, “I don’t know of any 
junior college that has under- 
taken a humanities course of this 
scope.” 


Schulz explained that the many

details involved and the desire 
to attain quality programs were 
primary reasons for the delay. 

As it is now proposed, the 
class would include art, liter- 
ature, drama and music with 
special emphasis on the “main- 
streams and main ideas of mans’ 
enterprise,” according to Robert 
Jenkins, art instructor and a 
member of the curriculum sub- 
committee, 

Students will be on their own 
in paying for the trip, Schulz 
warned. And that means anyone 
planning to stay at SAC for a 
lengthy education better start 
saving their shillings and francs. 

Schulz said the target date for 
the humanities ‘course is the fall 
of 1965 and the summer of 1966
